■■idvlsorv  Comnilttee  for  Co-oi.orallon  In  Hoys'  Work,  an  orBanlzatlfm  m.ulc  u|.  of 
reprcsentalives  offlrlally  .ippointed  by  <\k  local  AnRlUan,  I'rcsl.yterlan,  x;...hodlst, 
HalitlBl  and  fongrenatlonal  Cluircbes.  the  loeal  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  tbe  local  Sunday 
School  Association. 

Its  aim  was  to  study  the  intellectual,  iihysical.  rellBlous  and  social  ne.  d«  of  boys 
In  the  citv  between  the  ases  of  ten  and  seventeen;  to  Blve  publicity  through  the  plat- 
form and  the  press,  as  well  as  throiifh  the  present  report  to  the  flndlnKs  of  the  In- 
vestigation; and  finally,  to  draw  u|.  a  comprehensive  policy  of  Boys'  Work,  covering 
the  needs  discovered  on  which  all  of  the  above  bodies  could  co-ol.erate. 

As  has  been  said,  the  scol.e  of  the  Survey  was  limited.  -What  was  attempted 
was  completed  with  fairly  satisfactory  thoroiishne.s8.  but  owing  to  the  pressure  of 
time  many  idiases  ol  Ilic  situation  were  necessarily  neijlectcd. 

rhe  following  Committees  were  appointed  by  the  London  Advisory  Com- 
mittee to  suiierintend  the  various  deiiartments  of  the  Survey.

Itccuinniendatfors: 

I »  That  a  more  dei-rmlned  effort  1h  necessary,   not  only  on  the  part  of  the 

IJoard  of  Kdneation,  but  also  on  the  part  of  niinlsterg  and  all  olhe-s  Inier- 
ewted  in  boys,  to  induce  hoys  to  continue  lonKti-  in  school  and  to  Bccuro  a 
larger  attendance  of  working  boys  at  Night  Sctiool. 

The  need  of  such  a  call  to  boys  was  never  greater.  The  wa.',  wt'h  its 
challenKo  to  patriotic  work  on  tli  soil,  and  with  lis  opportunity  of  larger 
pay  in  industry,  presents  a  tcmiitu  n  that  It  will  be  hard  for  the  average  boy 
to  resist.  It  is  essential  that  a  ,i  attempt  be  made  to  impress  l.oys  with 
the  fact  that  true  patriotism  demands  a  continuance  ot  t;chool  work  with  re- 
doubled energy  by  every  boy. 

2)  That  the  "part  time"  plan  of  industrial  education,  by  which  boys  who 
work  are  allowed  time  off  during  working  hours  to  attend  school,  be  en- 
couraned.  especially  in  those  businesses  where  boys  work  over  eij;ht  hours 
a  day. 

3)  That  the  matter  of  vocational  guidance  be  given  serious  consldoi'ation  by 
the  School  Board,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  all  workers  with  boys.  There  can  be 
no  doubt  that  a  large  number  of  bo,\3  drift  into  blind  alley  jobs,  and  the 
large  penentase  of  boys  {^S\^''^  ol  those  canvassed)  expressing  the  wish 
for  vocational  guidance  shows  the  field  there  is  for  this  work.

These  flgures  show  an  Inirease  In  Juvenile  cTinic  In  London  of  ::l7c  in  I9ir, 
over  I9ia  (the  year  before  the  »ail.  Einie  which  lime.  lillO.  there  has  lieen  a 
gradual  decrease  down  to  29%.  It  has  been  iinposslWe  to  obtain  repons  from 
other  cities  for  the  same  liorlod.  but  the  following  figures  are  Inteiesting  for  luir- 
l)caca  of  coniiiarlson: 

According  to  a  book  written  by  Dr.  Albert  llcllwlg,  of  Germany,  regardiuc  "War 
and  Juvenile  Crime."  1915  showed  an  Increase  of  .iuvenlle  crime  in  one  hun- 
dred leading  German  cities,  of  at  least  IDO"?,.  Statistics  from  London.  Kngiand. 
show  an  Inci'eate  of  .'9%  lor  the  same  period:  Chicago  records  an  increise  of  :I7% 
In  June.  1917,  over  June.  1916;  and  Montreal  an  increaro  of  47';  between  January 
lat.   1917,  and  October.   1917. 

Reasons  lor  this  apparenllj-  world-wide  condition  are  found  in  an  a 
Kdsar  M.  Robinson,  in  Sei.lenil.or.  1917.  edition  of  "Aiuerban  Youlh, "  no 
the  f'.jlIowing  nnotations  are  taken:

"If  Jingoism  take.H  the  idace  of  true  patriotism,  and  idea.i  of  lawlessness,  biood- 
thirstlncs.:  and  hate  rage  unchecked,  and  If  no  sane  i)atriolic  progiaiume  and  en- 
deavor la  provided,  but  In  Its  place  a  yielding  to  lower  inslincts  and  debasing  pas- 
sions, then  we  may  look  forward  to  a  deniorali:iation  of  our  lioyliood  Iwietofore  un- 
known."

Many  causes  of  Juvenile  delimiuency  are  the  result  of  physical  and  mental  de- 
lects and  should  be  tieated  by  a  thoroughly  competent  and  sympathetic  medical 
man.  In  cities  wheie  there  are  Juvenile  Courts,  the  Juvenile  delinquent  is  nearly 
iilwa>.«  sent  for  medical  examination.  In  Chicago,  for  example,  the  Judge  of  the 
Juvenile  Court  sends  the  delinquent  to  the  Detention  Home,  where  the  child  Is  de- 
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talne,!  until  such  time  „»  a  tHorouKl,  oMmlniitlon  can  be  made  by  the  Medical 
om.vrs.  and  the  home  suiroiindlngs  looked  up  bj  the  Probation  Offlcera.  The  medi- 
cal a,.,l  |„ycholoRlcal  |>ha»c»  of  this  work  ,u-e  c^.rrled  on  under  the  direction  ot  Dr 
Kelly,  who  is  famed  tor  his  works  on  juvenile  delinquency.  The  child  receives  a 
thorouBh  medical  examination,  and  Is  Kh,o  examined  from  the  i.sychologlcal  stand- 
l-olnt,  so  that  the  standard  of  intelllRence  may  l,e  KauBcd.  One  phase  of  the  woflc 
which  should  be  carefnll,  rcmembei-ed  by  those  dealing  with  juvenile  delinciuents 
(and  It  is  the  phase  to  which  Dr.  Kelly  calls  particular  attention),  is  the  unsettled 
condition  of  a  child's  mind  du,-ing  the  period  of  approaching  puberty.  From  com- 
parison Of  hundreds  of  cases,  it  has  been  learned  that  a  child  may  be  truthful  and 
honest  up  to  the  age  of  puberty,  and  then  may  suddenly  develop  marked  features 
of  dishonesty  and  lying.  Ir  the  child  is  guided  carefully  tor  a  couple  of  years  until 
this  stage  of  development  Is  passed,  the  tendency  so  suddenly  developed  will  in 
.nany  ca.scs,  disappear  and  ,he  l,oy  or  girl  will  develop  into  a  young  man  or  woman 
showing  all  the  .lualltle.,  of  a  good  citizen.  In  ChicaBo  it  was  found  that  in  many 
cases  medical  treatment  elTccted  an  almost  complete  change  of  character  in  the  child. 
The  close  connection  between  truancy  and  physical  and  mental  defectiveness  is 
apparent  from  the  fa.t  that  the  following  are  placed  among  the  leading  causes  of 
truancy: 


(a)  Defective  eyesight,  hcarin,?.  articulation,  circulation,  lespiration,  diges- 
tion or  nerves,  any  one  of  which  may  cans,  a  feeling  of  niscomfort  In 
school  and  a  desire  for  the  open  air. 

<b)  Mental  dellclenc.v— which  causes  a  slowness  and  dullness  of  perception 
,in<l  makes  a  child  unable  to  keep  up  with  others  of  his  own  age. 

IV     Recommendations: 

(1)  That  a  small  composite  Committee  be  appointed,  consisting  of  two  or  three 
representatives  from  organizations  in  the  city  interested  In  work  with  boys 
and  girls,  such  as  the  London  Advisory  Committee,  Children's  Aid  Society, 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  the  W.  C.  T.  V.,  the  .Salvation  Army  and 
the  lioard  of  Kducation  or  Teaching  Stall  of  the  city. 

Thi,»  composite  Committee  should  work  In  close  touch  with  the  Police  Magis- 
trate and  tiie  Police  Force.  The  Committee  could  then  airange  that  the 
city  be  divided  into  districts.  The  plan  would  be  to  have  In  each  district  a 
number  ot  |)eople  who  would  take  active  interest  in  any  boy  or  girl  re- 
liorted  to  them  as  requiring  attention.  This  could  probably  be  worke-l 
hugely  through  the  churches.  When  a  delinquent  is  reported  to  the  Police 
Magistrate,  it  would  be  a  simple  matter  for  the  Committee  working  In  con- 
junction with  the  Magistrate  to  arrange  for  someone  getting  In  touch 
with  the  delinquent  In  a  friendly  way,  and  doing  everything  possible  to 
lead  him  Into  a  better  way  of  living.  This  must  be  done  quietly  without 
the  delinquent  knowing  that  he  Is  being  looked  after  by  any  organization.

The  tollowlDK  la  a  statement  or  a  lending  norker  with  boys:  "What  in  our 
»orld  we  call  play  Is  tor  them  Khlldrenl  the  seiloiis  business  of  childhood.  Play 
(or  thcni  Is  not  a  luxury  but  a  necessity,  not  somothlnR  they  Ifke  to  do.  but  somethlnB 
absolutely  esEential.  that  they  must  do  If  they  are  to  live  normal  Uvea,"  Such  a 
iiuotatlon  is  sufTiclcnt  to  show  the  importance  of  carefully  superintending  and  de- 
veloping the  play  life  of  children.  It  is  not  only  that  play  makes  for  health  and 
physical  vigor.  In  the  stiinuluf  It  gives  to  the  brain  cells.  In  the  gualitles  of  Initia- 
tive, sell-control,  perseverance,  courage,  endurance  and  unselllshness  that  It  develops, 
PiLrlicul:,rly  when  it  takes  the  form  of  Wim,  name'.  It  la_\s  the  very  foundations  of 
true  meral  and  Intellectual  greatness. 

In  the  light  of  such  facts  how  dlscourasing  it  Is  to  read  the  answers  made  by 
over  two  thousand  buys  to  the  qiicstlou  asked  lu  the  recent  Survey.  -Where  do 
.vnu  play?"  If  anyone  doubts  the  luadccpiacy  iif  the  present  civic  provision  for  the 
Play  life  of  our  boys,  he  has  but  lo  slaiii  ;•  al  riich  couiiuont-^  as  the  following:  "At 
home;"  "On  the  streel:"  "Down  town:"  "Anywhere:"  ".Nowhere:"  "At  nei^'bbors' 
homes:"  and  one  boy  says.  "(Jo  to  movits  mostly." 

What  Is  London  doing  to  meet  this  need?  At  the  prercnt  tinu'  playgruunrl 
facilities  of  the  city  aie  confined  to  the  Public  School  grounds  and  to  Uv  Public 
Parks.  The  school  grounds  are  available  to  the  pupils  only  during  school  hours. 
Woiklng  boys  and  .L'Irl.i  have  not  been  permitted  to  use  the  playgrounds  because  of 
llie  noise  and  damage  which  might  be  caused  through  lack  of  supervision.  The 
parks  at  pi-csent  provide,  to  souie  extent,  facilities  for  youthful  recreation.  There 
arc  two  baseball  diamond:!  at  Queens  Park.  oi:B  at  Thames  Park,  one  at  Cheloea 
:reen  and  two  at  gprlnebank.  There  are  two  tennis  courts  at  Queens  Park  and 
one  at  Sprlngbank.  Siirin.!;bank.  however,  cannot  be  considered  a  community  centre 
playground  as  being  .so  fa.-  from  the  city  It  only  provides  for  the  needs  of  picnic 
parties.  Skating  rinks  are  maintained  during  the  winter  at  Victoria.  Queens  and 
Thames  Parks  and  have  proved  to  he  most  popiilai-.  As  one  of  the  chief  rec|ulsites 
of  playground!  is  ampleness.  it  is  fell  that  the  public  parks  are  the  ...oper  phT  es. 

hi  this  lufflcieut?  We  real;/.'  the  llnanchil  strain  of  the  present  time  which 
prevents  the  expenditure  of  large  -ur:,.  lu  ^jiuriny  grounds  for  plj;  ground  pur- 
poses, but  we  feel  that  much  larger  use  could  be  made  of  present  facilities  without 
any  consldera'  =  exjionse.  The  public  iiarks  are  suitable  for  such  a  pnr|io.-ie  and  In 
them  supervision  of  a  kind  can  he  provided  in  the  permanent  staff  of  the  Parks' 
Department.  Of  course,  It  must  be  borne  in  mlud  that  under  these  conditions  the 
playgrounds  would  need  to  be  conlined  within  certalu  limits  so  as  not  to  disturb 
the  peace  or  mar  the  bea:ity  of  these  parks.     In  a  small,  formal  park,  such  as  Vic- 
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toria,  iiracticallj-  nothlriK  further  can  bo  done  in  the  way  of  rei-reation  farilltlrs. 
Thanie«,  Queen's  and  Chelsea  CJreon  Parks  lend  themselves  more  to  playf^round 
work,  and  attention  ought  to  he  Kiven  to  the  develoiiiiient  of  these  plaees.  This 
would  provide  lor  the  needs  of  all  districts  of  the  city  with  Ih  •  exception  of  the 
north  and  west  ends,  and  if  some  means  ennnnt  he  found  for  providing  public  park* 
in  these  districts  recourse  must  be  had  to  school  playgrounds. 

With  regard  to  equiinuent,  generous  open  simces  with  game  courts  for  base- 
ball, basket-ball  and  tennis  are  of  |>araniount  imimftancc.  Next  comes  euulpment 
such  as  swings,  teeters  and  giant  strides.  A|>iparatus  of  this  kind  is  not  at  all  dan- 
gerous and  provides  opportunity  lor  exercise  and  development  to  those  who  for  some 
reason  cannot  enter  Into  team  games.  Lastly,  wading  pools  and  sand  hills  provide 
recreation  tor  the  younger  children.  It  is  well  lo  avoid  Kyninaslum  apparatus,  as 
this  is  expensive  to  install,  requires  careful  supervision  if  accidents  are  to  he  avoided 
and  Is  costly  to  maintain.  Too  much  scientltic  iirovlalon  will  tend  to  make  the  play 
forced  and  unnatural,  whereas  it  should  be  free  and  easy. 

It  is  to  be  deplored  that  so  little  has  been  done  in  recent  years  to  stimulate  in- 
terest in  athletic  games  and  siiorts.  Some  church  leagues  have  been  held.  but.  in 
at  least  one  Instance,  with  such  poor  management  that  many  ringers  were  allowed 
to  play  and  that  the  spirit  of  ..  iie  sport  was  not  maintained.  The  London  Advisory 
Committee,  in  its  Inter-C.  S.  E.  T.  group  leagues,  is  offering  a  splendid  demonstration 
of  what  can  be  done  in  this  regard.
